The two-school nurses paid 105 
visita to homes, usually to per- 
suade parents to take children 
for treatment.: Co-operation has 
been ‘posaible with various de- 
partments ‘of the ‘Government 
Civil. Hospital, and tonsil opera- 
tions, X-ray, electrical, massage, 
and trachoma treatment have 


been arranged: in a_ large 
number of cases, In the 
office of the Medical Offi- 


cers for Schools small clinics 
‘have been started for regular 
treatment and supervision of 
tubercular ‘and “pro-tubercular” 
children and of children suffer- 
ing from ear and throat diseases. 
By this means it is hoped to get
